In this exploit Cromwel was. ſo extream 
diligent, that wich extraordinary celerity le met wich, 
furprized and routed them at Itl1p-bridge, taking 
five hundred Hotſe, and rwo hundred priſeners, 
with the Queens Standard, and many pericns of Qua- 
hry; and puſhing on his ſucceſs, having notice thar . 
Sir William Vaughan, wich three hundred and fiſty 
Foor, were marching toward Radcot-bridge, he 
followed them, taxing their commander, Lteurenans 


rſuing the reſt co Blechingdon-houſe, where Cot- 
onel Windebank was Governour, and in the-hefghe 
of his Vitories ſ\ummoned#him to an immediare ſur 
render, or elfe to expe the utmoſt vengeance of an 
Inraged Souldiery, . The Governour terrified with 
theſe rhreats, and being over perſwaded 'by ſome

firſt check he had yer met with, |raking three colours,

At this time Fairfax had order to march to the re- 
lief of Taunton, and Cromwel was lefr behind with 
Brown, watch rhe motions of the Kings Army at 
Oxford, who were then ready ro take the field, and 
- ro prevent them from joining a brave body of Horſe 
- that-were coming out of Warceſter-ſhire, under the 
command of the Frinces Rupert and Maurice : But 
che Royal Army vas grown fo porent, that Cromwel 
durſt nor attempr either to fight, or hinder their 
march, fo that Fairfzx was preſently remanded and 
ordered to lye before Oxford, to oblige the King to 
ſecure that place, and upon advantage to fighe him ; 
. when Intelligence came that che King having joined 
rhe two Princes, and raiſed the ſiege of Cheſter, be- 
leaguered by' Sir Willtam Brereten, was now march- 
ng ewoward'the Afﬀocilared Counties, wherein lay the 
ſtrength of the Parltamenr, whereupon Cromwel 
was ordered with all ſpezd to ſecure rhe Ifle of Ely, 


as being a Frontier tothe reſt of the country ; Bur , ; 


_ the King went and fare down before Leiceſter, and 
' ſoon took it, which o alarm'd the parliament, that 
they inſtantly diſpaich'd Orders ro Fairfax to riſe 
from Oxtord, and ſeek out and fight the Kings Army, 
who (as he writ to his Queen) was then-in a more 
hopetul condicjon than during the War, Fairfax

The General had informacion that the King had

King, which were carried to London, and publickly 6 
read before a great Aﬀembly of Girizens, whcre c 
many Members of Parliament were preſent, and leave 
was given to as many as pleaſed, or knew rhe Kings 
hand, to zefure themif they were counterfeir. , But 
ſo few were lain 1n this fighr, that a Reader may 
juftly wonder how ſo many priſoners ſhould be U©u- 
ken, and ſo much wealth gotcen with the loſs of ſo 
firtle blood, for on the Kings fide ſcarce four hun- 
dred were ſlain, and on the Parliaments not an hun- 
dred, and herein particularly the Kings dammage 
appeared very conſiderable, that he had loſt a brave 
Army, lately heightned with ſucceſs by the raking of 
Leiceſter, and that there ſeemed no poſſibiliry .of, 
raiſing another, the Viors proſecuting their advan- 
rage. with ſo much 'vigilance and imperuofity, for 
marching to Leiceſter it was ſoon dehvered to them, 
where Fairfax l-aving a Garriſon, reſolved to hinder 
the King from recruiting himſelf, and followed him 
ſo cloſe, marching Weſtward, both in perſuir of 
him, and co raiſe the ſiege of Taunton, which had 
been a great while blockr up by the Lord Goring, 
and held out to admiration, bur upon the approach 
of the Parliaments Army, the fiege was railed to 
their great joy, who ſtill perſue Goring, and over- 
tage him near Lampert, where they ingage and pur 
them to flight, but Cromwel would nog ſuffer parc 
of the Horſe to periue, rill being all come-up toge» 
ther, he himſelf led them on with ſuck notable con- 
du, that moſt of the foot were made priſoners, and 
a!moſt all the great Guns taken.

.manders, bur they durſt not ingage Fairfax, though 
more numerous, ſome marcking to Maidſtone, a 
few ro Rocheſter, others to Dover, to beſtege that 
Caſtle, bur were ſoon removed by Coll. Rich, and 
Sir Mich. Livefey, ' About rwo thouſnd were gorto 
Maidſtone, and reſolved to defend ir, which they 
did/with ſach ovftfhacy, rhat the: valour of Fairfax 
and his Sou[djers were never tryed ſo much before, 
nor a'Viftory gotwith greater danger ; for after they 
had -broke into! the Town with much difficalty; 
they found a War tn every Street, and Cannen p'ant- 
ed againſt» them, 'ſo that_they were forced to fight 
for every corner of ir, but ac '{ength, with the loſs of

from one place tro another by the Army, and from 
thence he went over to Prince Cliurics then at 
Paris, Butthe Confederaccs, furprize 1 ur the greer 
preparaticns made apainit rhem in Englard, tent 
Letters to the Prigce, humbly intreating hum to ſend 
back the Marqueis of Ormong, with an abſoiute 
promile ro ſubmit entirety to the kings Authoriey, 
and to obey nts Lieutet.anc. Ar their requeſt, he 
returned 1nto Ireland about a year beicre Cromvcl 
came vver, and with theic unicd Forces they had 
reduced the whole Country, except Londen-uerry, 
commanded by Sir Charles, Coot, and Dublin, tre 
principal City, wherein was Collonel Jones v1ri1 10 
gfET: {ircngth, and who was very jcaiur's of the ft 

eli:y of his own men, char often defericu and 
Wcnr over to the other party. 

The Iriſh confederates, with att Army of rwenty 
ro thouſand men, lay under the very Walis of 
Dublin, and ſent divers threarning iuramens inco 171 
requiring a ſpeedy ſurrender, bur they had 80 et- 
fect upon rhe valiant Goyernour Jones, who yt 
not inſenfible of rhe great danger he was 18, fenc 
many earneſt Meffzges ro the pariiament of Eng- 
land to aid him wich all ſpeed, with Men and Am- 
muviiion, or elſe all would be quickly Iolt, = 
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they knowing the difficul.ies of his condition, 
haſten cheir aſſiſtance to him, gave order for ſend- 
5ng thicher Irctons, Scroops, Hortons, and Lam- 
berts Regiments of Horſe, wich Hewſons, Deans, 
Ewcrs, and Cooks Regiments of Foot, and five 
Troops of Dragoons, all old tried Souldiers, that 
fearcu no Enemy, and led by viRorious commanders, 
with ſome other Regiments new liſted, ro make a 
number ſufficient ro effe& the buſineſs. Nothing 
was Bow wanting bur a General to command this 
gallant Army, which the parliament being ſenſible of 
Cromwels conduft and fitneiay defirced him to ac- 
cepr, which he readily did, declaring at the ſame 
time, © That he did not doubt but God would uſe 
© him as an Inſtrument to execute his vengeance up- 
© on the bloody Iriſh 3 with which anſwer the parliia- 
ment were lo pleaſcd,thar inſtantly they give him a 
commiſſion ro be General of all their Forces, and 
Lord Governour both in the Civil and Military af- 
fairs of Ireland, and Collonel Jones was made 
L icutenant-Gereral of the Horſe. After which, 
they march to their Rendevouz at Milford in Wales, 
and July 10. 1549. Cromwel fer forward from 
London in a Coach and fix Horſes, attended wich 
m2ny of rhe Houſe of commons, council of State, 
and principal Othcers of the Army, with a Life- 
Guard of fourſcore who had been lately com- 
manders, very gallantly accoutred. In this ftate he 
march'd to Brainford, where theſe Genrlemen took 
ebcir leaves, wich wihes' for his happy ſucceſs 
from thence he rides poſt to Briſtol, ro put his men 
and Train ot Artillery into . the Tranſport-ſhips, 
and afterwards gees 1gto Wales, having ſent Reynolds 
Kegiment of Horſe, and Venables, and Monks Regi- 
ments of Foot before from Cheſter, who with a fair 
wind ſoon arrived at Dublin, ro the great joy of the 
Inhabitanes, being about three thouſand in all, who 
Werc very caretul to recoyer them from the fa- 
f tigues 
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tigues of the Sca, in hopes by their means to recc - 
ver their Liberties. 

And in this they founJ rhemſelves nor miſtaken, 
for Cellonel Jones, much animared w ith thee re 
cruits, reſolved to attack the befiegers with the Grſt 
opportunity, and accordingly, Aug. 2 witen te 
Irith, wich a ſtrong parry of Horſe and Forr. marched 
with much aflurance ra Baggor-fcld. a file way 
Eaſtward from the cicy, roward tic Sz, from 
whence they d:(igned to run mor Trenches tos 
wards the Work: ot the city, ro prevent 72 {and;ig 
any more ſupyiics from England, tic benered found 
a neccſliry ro prevent them, and with rxelve hun - 
dred Horſe, and four thouſend Fevr, fcll upon the 
Enemies new Works, and rout their Horie at the 
firſt encounter, moſt of the Foor beinz allo eirher 
kill'd or ſlatn, conſiſting of fifreen hundred, beſides 
their Horſe, which ſo 1ncouraged the Engliſh, thar 
they purſued their vitory to R2rhunines, where the 
Marqueſs of Ormond with his whole Army of 
nineteen thouſand men were Incamped, who hear- 
ng of it, wiſhed they vould come, thar he mighe 
have ſome ſport wich them ; he ſoon had his with, 
but the ſport was ſomewhat rude, for 11 a for: 
time ſits Army was utterly pur to the rout, tour ti'ous 
fand being ſlain upon the ſpor. and in the purtuir ; 
and two thouſand five handred and fecentecn pri- 
ſoners, moſt perſons of Quality, with the Mar- 
queſics own brother, all their Cannon and Ammus- 
nition, with a wealthy Camp, became che reward of 
the conquering Soul:liers, wio made theniſelves 
Genelemen with tic ſpoils of rhe varquiined, Ir 1s 
remarkable, that n». above rwenty of thc Englith 
were flain in this great ation, The Mzrquels per- 
celving all was loft, fled with a confideravole parry 
to Rilkenny, and from thence ro Drogheda, whither 
Collonel Jones, with fone Horſe, was marched with 
all ſpecd, in hopcs thar the n:ws of this defear 
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mipht cauſe them to ſurrender, but when he heard 
thac Ormond, wich three hundred Horſe, was co'r:< 
ro re-Inforce it, he went back, while the Marque:s 
foranes Dundalk, Trim, and ſome orier places 44- 
jacenc to Tredagh, hoping to preſerve what he 1:24 
by the ftrengrh of his Troops, and ro þave an Army 
ot Foot ready before Cromwels arrival : Burt hc 14- 
ying Intelligznce of this great ViRory, being then 
at Milford-tjaven tn Wales, he inſtantly failed rhence

forcett to ſurrender; after which, moſt of the Oah« 
cers, . with every renth ſouldier, was put co tne 
Sword, and the reſt ſent co Barharoes, Sir Arthur 
Aſhton being {latin among the reft, Cromwel by 
theſe levcre executions deſigning ro rerrify other 
places trom maxing any oppofition, which had ſuch 
effeft, thar in aſhort time he wholly conquered the 
Kingdom. And thus was this ſtrong Garrifon re- 
duced and piundered in ſeven days, which the Iriſh 
were three yearse re they could rake. 

Dundalk and Trim expe&ing no better Quarter,

proceedings, ſuddenly recalled their Ambaſſadors, 
rothe great ſurprize of the States:: Who thereupon 
endeavoured; by frequent viſits to them, to infinu- 
ate their amicable Intentions, bur the Ambaſſadors 
returned ro England. And that which gave ſome 
jealouſie to the Parliament of their defigns, was, Be- 
cauſe Admiral Van Trump, wich a Fleet of Ships, 
lay hovering upon che Coaſts of Scilly, as though hi 
would arrempr ſomething againſt ir, and rhe occa- 
ſion of it being demanded of rhe Srares, they re- 
plied, * They had no other intent but ro demand 
* the 1eſtirution of ſuch Ships and Goods as the Pi- 


© rates thereof had taken from their people. With 


which anſwer the Parltament were ſomeuwhar ſatisfhed, 


- yerto prevent the worſt, April 13. 1551. Sir George 


Ayfcough, with a Squadron of ſhips, defigned for 


reducing the Caribbee-Tflands,- was fent hither, and 


landed rhree hundred Seamen heftles fouldiers, and 
floon became maſters of the Ifhands Treſco and Bri- 


ers, taking therein one hundred In4 fifcy priſoncrs, 


and killing ewenry, They rook- atſo two 'Frigartes 
of thirty wo and eſghteen Guns, and ſecured rhe 
beſt Harvour belonging oo thote Ifltmds. Hence the 
Enemy led ro Se. Maries, their chigf ſtrengrh, which 
yet was foon ſurrendred. Corner-caftle, in the Ifle 
of Guernſcy, was ar thts rime atremmed, bur through 
mif-informarion of rhe weakneſs ot the place, the 
deſign miicarried, with the loſs of many Officers 
and fouldiers, About this eime Brown Buſhel, a ve- 
ry earneſt ſtickler for the Royal party, borh by Sea 
and Land, and who when in the ſervice of the Par- 
lament had*delivered up Scarborough to the Xing, 
was taken and heheaded art Tower-hill. : 
The Parliament of Scorland having adjourned du- 
rigthe Coronation of rhe Kjng, mer again in Marc!:,

they had paſſed the ſtool of Repenrance, which

grear Feaſt that day, The King having now por ſome 
power, endeavoured to regain repuration among his 
lubjeRs, by putting all che Garriſons of Fife into a 
poſture of defence, againſt the landing of the Eng- 
liſh, drawing what Forces he could ſpare, oth 
Horſe and Foot, from Sterling, and joining them 
wit't the new Leavies, which tor beter ſecuric\ he 
Quirtered on the Water, f1de, and then goes to rhe 
Highlands ro compoſe all differences there, and to 
Ir.c:re them toriſe and join with him ; from whence 
Midleton ſoon after brooght a conſiderable body ot

doned, Thcr2 happened about this time an Inſur- 
refion of two or three hundred in Wales, who de- 
chred for King Charles, upon a report rhat the Eng- 
Iſh Army, under Cromwel, was defeared 1n Scor- 
lard, bur they were ſoon ſuppreſſed. 

Cullonel Monk was now ſent by Cromwel to ſet 
down before Bl:c'mes, which had ſhelrred fome 
that had n:n-1 annoyed their Quarters': Aﬀeer the 
Birreries were ncde, and ſome ſhot ſpent, they re- 
quired Quarter, which was given, and rhe place 
ſurrendred.

tified his camp, which with the River and Bog, 
gory any aſſault, rhough Cromwel marched in 
ght of them, and ſtood from twelve. to cigh at 
Night, .expeRing che Scors approach 3 but they only 
laid on the Englith with cheir canoon ar a diſtance, 
o that the Army drew of to Glaſgow, and from 
thence to Hamilcon, but not bying able to ingage 
them, he artack'd Kalender-houte, where parc of 
their forces. were, which denying to yicld upon 
tummons, che fouidivrs with Faggots paile:l over 
the Morte, and. in half an hour poafies'd the houlc; 
parting the Governor and fix:y two fouldiers to che 
ivord, and tis in fight of the whole Scotch Army, 
who did not orice ſtir to relicve their friends, 
Cromwel finding the Scots would protrat the 
War, reſolves once more to atizmpt the rakiup of 
Fite, whereby to prevent them from having any 
further ſupplies: Whereupon, there were draw! 
out fixreen hundzed foor, and four Troops of Horle, 
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whounderthe command of Co!lonel Overton were 
deſigned for this ſervice, and being imbarked in 
the twenty ſeven flat hottom'd boars (ett from Eng- 
land for this purpoſe, carly in the morning they at- 
tempted to land at Queens-ferry, which with the 
loſs of f1x men was effetted, and preſently fell ro 
intrench themſelves, While this was doing, Crom- 
wel, with his Army, marched up cloſe to the Scots, 
that if chey had gone toward Fife, he might have 


| ingaged them before they could have reached Ster- 


ling. The Scots recetving the alarm rhe ſame day, 
ſent four thoufavd horſe and foot under Sir Jphn 
Brown, to force the Engliſh out of Fife; upon 
which, Cromwel ſenc Lambert with two Regiments 
of Horſe, and two of Foot, to teiriforce - the other 


; party, who jn twenty four hours wete ferried over 
4 and jomed. Whereupon, collonel Okey with his 


Regiraenr fell in among the Scots, whereby they 


were forced todraw up in Bartalia, and ſo did the 


Engtiſh, who wete ſuperiour in number, but had 
the difadvantage of ground. In this poſture they 
cominued;, facing cach other, abour an hour and 


half, when the Erglith reſolyed to atrack rhe Scots 


by aſcending an Hill, and thereupon Lamberrs right 
v.ing, falſmg furiouſly upon the Scorslefr, they endu- 
red the ſhock wich much reſolution, afer @' while 
the whole body -1ngaging, in a very ſhore time the 
Scots:were utterly. roxted, rwo thouſand'being Thain, 
and fourteen hundred raken priſoners, with their 
commander Sir John Brown, Collenel Buchan, 
and many others of Quality, Of the Engliſh, few 
were killed, but many wounded. Afﬀrcr which, 
other Detachments were ſent over to Fife, fo as to 
Inable chem upon occatjon, to ingage the whole Scots 
Army, Immediatcly, after the firong Caſtle of In- 
neſparrey, ſciruate on a Rock, in the midſt of the 
Fryth, between Queens-ferry and Norch-ferry, was 


ſurrendred to the Engliſh, the Garriſon being fo rer- 
rlfed, 
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fied, thar they were content to march out only wich 
their ſwords by their ſides, to fſhew what proteſſion 
they were of, leaving behiad all their Ammunicion 
and Proviſions, wich fixteen pieces of cannon.

fide with their rumerous Hoſt, 1t being never known 


before in England, that ſo great Ferces ſhould be 
allanbled 
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allemvled jn ſo ſhort a: time, which in the wholg 
were judged to -be above fifty rhouſand, and the 
Scars 18 Worcelter no more than thirtcen thouſand, 
The Earl of Derby, abour this time, being landed, 
as was gxpefted, a5 Wyewater 1n Lancaſhire, wich 
zbourt three Hundred Gentlemen and others, en- 
deavoured tq yalle the Country, while the Engliſh 
were bulied ar Worceſter, and in a litcle time they 
wcreaſed co fifreen hundecd.

This bactel pur a period to the Kings hopes of get- 
ting the Government by Arms, and on the other 
hand, ſecured io Cromwel all his former Conqueſts ; 
the influence whereof, chough ated in England , was 
preat in Scorland, for their principal Nobilicy and 
ſouldiery being cut off, chey were no longer able to 
bear up, bur were ſoon reduced to the obedience of 
Enpland, And Cromwel giving an account to the 
Parliament of this great ſuccels, he concludes his 
Letter by celling chem, Thar this was a aptnenagn:. 
Vittory, which was afrerward choughr to procee 
trom rhe foreſight of his furure Greacmneſs. This 
tight happened Sepr. 3. 1551. that very day twelve- 
month wherein rhe Scots received char facal blow at

12, 
came to Lenuon, being mer at Acton by the Parlia- 
menr and th<ir Speaker, the Lord Mayor of London, 
Aldermen and Recorder, and hundreds of others;

© Sa'nrs, praiſe ye the Lord. Afﬀer which, he was 
conduRed in triumph to his Houſe near White: hall, 
grear number of Scorch priſoners coming after him, 
through Turhill-fields ro Weſtminſter, as Trophic 
of his Vifteries, and the Colours taken there, with 
thoſe ar Dunbar, Weſtminfter, Preſton, were hung 
up In Weſtminſter-Hall, After a ſhorr repoſe, Ge- 
ne al Cromwel, ard Lieutenant General Lambert, 
wer: to take thetr places in Parljamerr, where they 
were entercained by-the Speaker wich a ſecond Cor- 
grarulacory Oration, magnifying their courage and 
galianiry, and acknowledping he great obliga.10n 
which rhe people of England were under roward 
them. The fame day the Lord Maygr feafted the 
General and his Officers, where mutual recurns of 
kindneſs paiſed betwecn them, to the ſatisfaction of 
borh parrcies, 
Oct. 14.1641. Collonel Hayn with two Regiments 
of toor, and two Troops of Horſe, were ſhipp'd at 
Weymouth for reducing the I{le of Jerſey, in eighty 
Veſiels, under the command of General Blake, who 
Came 
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cane to St, Owens Bay, where the ſhips running 
apround, the men leapr out, ſome to che middle, 
others up to the neck 1n water, and ran aſhoar, the 
enemy playing hard upon chem with great and ſma' 
ſhot, and gave a hot charge with their Horſe; yec 
atcer half an hours diſpu:e they fled, and Ictft behind 
them-rwelve cannon and ſome colours. After which, 
the Engidh marched fturcher mro the Iſland, within 
fight of Elizabech Caſtle, under which was a Fort 
called Sr. AlDans Tower, witere were fourteen Guns, 
which upon ſummons was delivered, and ſo was 
Orguelt eafile, and ſoon atter Elizabeth caſtle, vpon 
very- good' termS'to the Garriſon, ' and Governour 
$ix- George Cartarer, becauſe of its great ſtrevprh. 
The ifle' of Man: was lixewiſe reduced in a ſhore 
eme, - wich che caſtles of Peele and Ruſhen, both ve- 
ry ſtrong, and almoſt impregnable (as well as Corner 
caſtle mn the Iile of Guerniey) if rhe beſieged had 
had reſolution to defcnd chem. About thts ime dij- 
e&&Admiral:Popham, and Henry Ireron, Son-in-law 
ro Oliver Cromwel, ac Lymerick, which Kingdom 
m a lierle. while after was wholly ſubdued, and 
droupht under the obedience of the Government of 
Enpland. 

The Parliament now paffed two or three confide- 
rabte As, one for Incoxporativg Scotland into one 
Common-wealrly wich England; another of Obliyton 
and free pardon; a third to derermine the Seihion of 
this Parliament on Nov. 3.

© der the penalcy of forfciting the Goods and Ships : 
* And thar no Goods whatſoever (hall be brought 12, 
* unleſs rhey be ſhip'd from the placs- of their 
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< growth and manufaRture only. Alſo that no Fiſh, 
* or Oyl made of Fiſh or Whale-bone, ſhall be im- 
< ported, bur only ſuch as ſhall be caught 1p Veſlels 
< belonging.ro the Engliſh, Laſtly, that no kinds of 
< ſalred ſh, from Feb. 1. 16 53. ſhall be exported 
© in any other fave Engliſh Veſſels, 'with teveral

Tims aſt A& was very grateful ro the Merchant 
and Seamen, bur did exrreamly ſurprize-and diſiurb 
the Roll:nders, as judging it would cauſe @ vaſt dt- 
minution in their Trade, which with ſo much advyan- 
tape they had long driven, to the loſs and detriment 
ot the Engliſh Nation ; who thereupon ſent Ambal- 
fadors to defire jt might be repealed, but nor ſnc- 
ceeding herein, they began ro diſpute qur ancient 
Tight cf the Flag in rhe Bririſh Seas, by refuſkng to 
trixe ſail ro our Men of War, which occaſioned a 
breach berween the rwo Republicks,for mn May 1652: 
Admiral Tramp, with-abour forty two fail of Dutch 
thips, was diſcovered -oR the back of the Goodwit 
Sands, hearjnp toward Dover Road: Major Brown 
being near with a ſquadron of Engliſh ſhips, ſentthe 
Grey-nound trigate to ſpeak with them, to whom they 
firuck their Top.atl, ſaying, They came with a me(- 
ſage trom Admiral Trump, to our commander 1n 
chief, and -coming aboard, ſaid, That the great 
North winds had forced them farther South than chey 
intended, being compelled to ride ſome days off 
Dankirck, where they had loſt divers Anchors and 
Cables, profciling they intended no injury to the 
Engiith Nation, General Blake, who was Weſtward 
with the reſt of the Engliſh Fleer, having ſpeedy ad- 
vice of this paſſage, haſtened roward them, and 
Dext morning, May 19, ſaw them at Anchor in Do- 
ver Road, and being within three Leagues of ch<m, 
hey ſtood Ealtward, and received an Expreſs from 
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the Srates; upon- which thev bore direfly upto our 


Meer, Van Trump being headmoſt; whereupon, 
Blake ſhoe three Gans without Ball at his-Flag, and

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Orkney, to ſeize all V=flels thar were fiſhing rhere, 
who took twelve Dutch Men of War rhat were 
euarding the Buſſes, bur diſcharged moſt of re 
Builes; and Sir George Ayſcough with ki; ſyuairon, 
being lefr to guard rhe narrow Scas, diicorered 
about thirty Ducc') ſhips herween Dover and Caltce, 
of which ren were taken anl burnt, the ref? run 
zſhoar on tie Coaſts of France, Many other Dutch 
and French Prizes were daily taken. thence Sir 
George Ayi{coughlailed Veſt, to ſeek our too Putel 
Fieer, and Con: ov home ſome erciiant-min trom 
Fymourh 3 and being within ſeven or (12:3t Leagues 
of Plymouth, he had advice of them, w! eceupon 
he reſolved to ſtand over to the Craft of France, 
ani next day, Aug. 16. 1662. had fight of them, 
Le1ng about fixty fail of Men of War, ard thirty 
Merchant men; the Englich were bur thirry crghit 
ſail, four Fireſhips, and four Advice-ſaips, yer they 
reſolved to ingage the Enemy : Sir Gzorge Ayſcouon 
and fx other Frigates, charged through $52 wile 
Du:ch Fleer, receiving muc'; damape 1a their Maſts, 
Hulis, Sails and Rigging, yet they tack'd aaort, and 
charged them all again till dars Neght, and tad ros 
ſome Engiiih Captains beep echicient 1n thetr aury, 
they had probably defiroyee their vole Navy, 10 
this Ingzgement ſome few Engiiſh were Hain and 
wounded, and three Captains; a Firciup of riietrs 
was ſunk, whkh wo other ſhips, bur the carknets of 
the Night copcealed their other lofies, 1who food 
away ſor the Coaſts of France, and the Engliſh foe 
1:n.outh to repair, 

Duriig this fight, Blake came from the North 1n- 
to the Downs, and took fix rich Dutch Prizes, ſend- 
ivg ſome Frigates to reinforce &yicough, and ſcon 
Jiter Captain Pen, witch his ſquadron, hover:ng on 
the Coaſts of France, ſurprized iis fiovr Men of 
War more, now returned trom the Venetian fervice, 
and riciily laden. Scpt., 5. General Blake riding 10 
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the Downs, had norice of a French Fleet in Calice 

Road, to whom he made up and chaſed them as fax 

as they durſt for che ſands of Dunkirk, taking moſi 

ot chem, being ten Men of War berween thirty 

en2 and rwenty ejghr Guns, and fix Fireſhips ; 

Ti:is Fleer was to take in proviſions at Calice, tor the 

reticf of, Dunkirs, then beſieged by the Spaniards, 
who being prevented of this ſuccour, ſoon atter 
ſurrenured, 25 alſo Gravelling, Sept. 27, General 
K:rke difcovercy abour fixty fatl of Dutch Men of 
War on tne back of Goodwinſands, commanded by 
A:lmircal de Wit; next div, Blake with his bleet 
Fore in amonp them, but heing upon a ſand called 
the Kentiſh knock, under which the Dutch had pur- 
p-icts fecured chemſeives, four of our chict Ships 
wore ON ground, bur ſoon por off, and reſolved to 
12gave them, bur the wind prevented them from 
comiiug up, yer with much ado, gor nexr day within 
thor, upon which the - Dutch ſer up their main fails 
and rn for kt, whom ten Frigates chaied 11] Night, 
and next day purſued them vill .chey had fight of 
Weſt Gahel mn Zealand, and ſaw them run into Goree; 
upon which, the Engliſh tearing ro fa!) further upon 
the Holland coaſt, rerurned back. In chis skirmiſh, 
the Dutcn Rere-Admiral was loft, with a Fly-boat 
that towed her, and many men killed; abour forty 
Engliſh were ſlain, and as many wounded, 

Tae War between theſe two Statcs reached to the 
Medi:crranean Sea, whither the Engliſh had ſent ſe- 
veral Frigaztcs to ſecure the Merchants ſhips from the 
Privac-ers of Toulon ani Marſeilles. and a ſquadron 
of four fall, with three Smyrna ſhips under their 
convoy, happened to meet wich eleven Dotch men 
of War, who having ſuch great advantage, preſently 
tel] upn them, bur mer with ſtout reſiſtance, ewo 
of rhe!r main-top maſts being ſhor down, and one 
of racir ſhips fired bur quench'd again. The Phcenix, 
a ſtour ſhip of torry five Guns,was raken by theDutch, 
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Re Paragon loſt twenty ſeven men, and had abour 
ſixty wounded 3 the Elizabech had only two Barrels 
of powder lefr, yerin deſpight of the enemy, they 
brought their Merchants ſafe into Porto Congone, 
near the Iſle of Corfica, where the fight was. The 
Dutch much gloried in this ſmall ſucceſs, though 
they obtained 1t dearly, and more by their number 
than valour, the Englifh never giving over while 
they had men or ammunition, 

The Hollanders extreamly concerned at the conti- | 
nual loſs of tieir ſhips, uſed their urmoſt induſtry 
in firting out a Fleet, though it were jn December, 
and the twentieth of that month, appeared on re 
back of the Goodwin with Ninety men or War, 
and ten Fireſhips. The Engliſh vader General 
Blake were but torty tuo, and not half Man'd, 
moſt of che great ſhips L5cing laid up, yer they re- 
folved to ingage them, and accordingly, December 
30. both Fleers mer, the Engliſh having the Wea- 
ther-gape, and as feiv as they were, ſeveral of chem 
never came up pretending want of men, to tharche. 
ſtreſs of .the fight lay upona few who were ro en- 
counter the whole Dutch Fleet. The Van-guard and 
the Victory, ingaged twenty of the Hollanders, from 
firſt ro laſt, and yer gor clear of them ail. The 
Garland and , Bunadventure were trat.en, and Blake 
going to reliexc the firſt, had his tore-maſt ſhot by 
the board, was twice boarded,- and yet got off, as 
did all the reſt bur thoſe rwo afore-mentioned 3 and 
ſoon after, rwo Merchant-ſhips fel! into rhe enemies 
hands. Blake wich his Fleec withdrew tro Lee- 
Road ro repair, and the Dutch boaſted of this 
Victory,. by their Ambailadors, in ail the Courts of 
Chriſtendom. þ. 

Bur chis ſmall loſs dil only rouze and awaken the 
Evgliſh courage, who chought on nothing Duc Re- 


. venge.z and to incourage them, the Pariiament Or- 


dercd the Scamens wages to be raiſed, from eighteen 
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'the other, and ſo was ſoon burnt. The loſs of theſe 
tive Ships, was the greateſt damage the Engliſh (uſ. 
rained bg the War began, and was done in the 
ſighr of Captain Boddily and nine Engliſh frigates, 
who did not 1n the leaſt aſſiſt them ; for which they 
were branded with Cowardice and Treachery, 

Ar this time the King of Portugal, unable to reſiſt 
the power of the Engliſh ar Sea, ſent over an Extra- 
ordinary Ambaſſador to conclude a peace, and ro give 
fansfation for the Merchants lofſes. An Agent was 
likewiſe ſent from the French King, defiring the re- 
leafe of his Ships taken going for che relief of Dunkirk, 
and ro have a right underſtanding between the two 
Repablicks. - And on the ocher fide, four Deputies 
were ſent from the Prince of Conde, to crave aid 
apatoſt Cardinal Mazarine and his party, who had 
firitly beſieged the City of Bordeaux; but all me- 
&ation proved ineffeual, the breach being roo great 
bervieen the two States ro be eafily cemented. 
O-her Narions likewiſe endeavoured to be Nediators 
berween England and Holland, as the Queen of Swe« 
den, the Cantons of Switzerland, the Imperial Ct- 
Hes of Lubeck and Hamburgh, bur all was fruit- 
els. ; 

This was the poſture of rhe Civil and Military af- 
fairs of this Nation, when General Cromwel, wich 
Major General Lambert, Harriſon, and ſeven or ejpi: 
Gificers more, came ' ro the Houſe of Commons, 
April 23. 1653, with about rwelve fouldiers, whom 
he ordered to wait at the door, and being entred, 
fpake ro this purpoſe : * You have ſofficiently delu- 
* ded the people, and provided for your own and 
* your Relations benefits, poſſeſſing theſe ſeats un- 
* der a prefence of forming a Common-wealth, of 
\ retorming the Laws, and promgAng the publick 
« Good, whereby youhave impoſed-upon the King- 
* dom, whilſt in the meantime you have only Inva- 
« ded the goods of the Commonwealth, wt 
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* thruſt your ſelves and Relations into the gainfulleſt, 
© and moſt honourable Offices, only ro nouriſh Lux- 
$ ury and Imp'ety, Then ſtamping on the ground, 
which was a ſign to the ſouldiers at the door, © For 
© ſhame (lays he) riſe quickly hence, and give 
* place to thole that .are honeſter, and will better 
5 perform their Truſts. Upon which, they all be- 
gan to move, ſome by force or fear, others murmu- 
ring ; but the Speaker not riſing readily our of the 
Chair, Major General Harriſon levet him his hand, 
and gently liſted him out, General Cromwel alſe 
commanded that bauble, as he called the Mace, ro 
de raken away. When the Memhers wcre all de- 
parted, the doors were lock'd up, and Guards ſet up- 
on them, and ?!1l the Avenues of the Houſe. And 
thus was this mighty parliament diſſolved or diſmiſſed 
(after near twelve years fitting, and after having 
tranſaRed ſo many greataffairs) and this witiiour op» 
poſirion or di{turbance 3 rheir powe!: s transferred in- 
ro the hands of the Souldiery, and their Names re- 
prozched and vilified by the common people : Bur 
ro ſatishe rhe Nation, General Cromwel, and his 
Officers, publiſhed a Declaration which they had 
prepared the'day before, of the Reaſons of their 
proccedings, as followerh :

India, and France, whom they brought home fate, 
and hearing the Engliſh Fleet was Northwards came

June x, Being at Anchor in Sole-Bay, they diſco-

away, bur.the wind freſhing Weſterly, the Engliſh 
bore 1n fo hard among them, that chey took eleven 
Men of War, two water Hoys, fix Captains, fifteen 
hundred priſoners, and ſunk fix men of War more; 
the reſt eſcaped by the darkneſs of the Night and 
- | the Flatrs. The Engliſh loſt General Dean one of 
their Admirals, who was killed wich a great fhoxr 
the firſt day, with one Captain, and abour one hun- 
dred and fifry men more, and'two hundred and forry 
wounded, bur nor one ſhip was loſt, The Engliſh 
were much jncouraged by General Blakes coming in, 
during the fight, with ſixteen fail of ſtour men of 
War. The Dutch having in che Night gor inro the 
Wielings, the Flye and Texel, it was reſolved to 
ſail as near rhe Coaſt as was ſafe, where the Engliſh 
lay for ſome time, raking many prizes, to the great 
damage of the Hollanders, whoſe ſhipscould neither 
go in or our, from any one Port, to join together to

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About this time Jokn Lilburn, being a feiy months 
before baniſhed by an AR of the laſt Parliament, for 
certain crimes he was charged with, rook occaſion, 
upon this change of Government, to rerurn tato Eng. 
land, and caſt himſelf upon General Cromiwel, cra- 
ving his proceCtion 1a ſeveral publick Addrefles, wha 
declining ro meddle in this affair, left him to the 
Law, and he was commircted to Newgate, and the 
next Sefſtons being brought ro the Old-Baily, he firſt 
demanded Council, which was granted him : Nex: 
day he refuſed to pur in his Plea, unie(s he might 
have aCopy of his Indi&ment, which was lixcwiſe 
admitted, Nextday he delivered in his Bill of Ex- 
ceptions to the Inditment; afcer that he demanded 
a Copy of rhe Judgment given againſt him in Parlia- 
ment, together with the A&: Then he joined iilac, 
and made his detence for ſevcral hours, ant a0u: 
rwelvear Night, the Jury brought him in Nor Guil:y; 
bur he was ſear back tro Newgace, and cherice to the 
Tower, where he continued ſome times, and tlc 
turned Qygker, and dying ſoon atrer, was buried from 
the Bull and Mouth Meeting place near Alderſgate, 
with a numerous company of chat party atrending {im 
to his Grave, 

As to the condition of Scotland at this time, che 
Engliſh had taken moſt of their ſtrong Towns, Forts, 
and Caſtles, in the Lowslands, yet the High-landcrs 
made divers Incucſtons upon them, robbing and k!1l- 
iing many, and then returned to their inaccetlivle 
Faftnefſes, where they could not be purſued, bcing 
commanded by the Lords Glencarn, Athol, Scaforth, 
and others; the laft of whom ſent a ſummons to 4 
Ship that lay ar Anchor at Lewis-Iſland, (having bc- 
fore ſurprized ſeven or eight men that went afhoar for 
proviſions) a Copy of which follows :

Bat the Caprain did nat think fir to obey this ſum- 
mons, ſailing away, and leaving hs men behind. And' 
thus they continued awhile in expeQarion of ſupplies 
of inen from Licutenant Gen, Midlcton, and the Low 
Countries; bur in the mean time, a conftderable party 
under the E. of Glencarn were defeared, himſelf 
hardly eſcaping, and afterward ſeveral other parces 
by the Engliſh, ſothat they could nor join, Art length 
Midleron arrived from Holland with the expetted 
proviſions of War, end a Commithon to be General, 
and Monroe Lieutenant General z; which ſo mcenſed 
Glencarn, that he who had imploved hs utmoſt inte- 
ret it raiſing men, muſt now be commanded by 
others, thar chey quarrelled among temielves, Glen- 
carn was contented to be Lt. General, bur Monro 
would nor agree to ir, whercupon a Ducl was fought 
berween them, in which Monro belng wounded and 
diſarmed, deferred the ſervice with abour $00 Gen- 
clemen, and agreed with the Governour of Dunbarcon 
to live peaceably at home; others did the Jtke, yet 
Midleton ſtood our ſtilf, rill firſt in Argyle, and then 
at Loughary,he was by Gen. Monk, and Coll, Morgan, 
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whotily overthrown, and afrerward returned to Hol- 
land ; the Afiembly of the Kirk was likewiſe diffol- 
ved by Coil. Morgan, and the Clergy ſubjeRcd. 

A5 for Ireland, ic was by the Engliſh arms broughe 
to tuch a conclition, as there was no fear of diſtur- 
bance tor the {uture, only ſome few Torics kept them- 
lelves 'n ſoine indrceſſible places, and ſometimes mae 
irruptions co ſteal and plunder. An high Court cf 
Juttice was credted there, of which Cook was Prefi- 
det, by wiom many Irifh, and ſome of their anci- 
enr MNo2uity, were ſentenced and executed for the 
tioody Maflicre committed upon the Proteſtants in 
1541. atid about 1.4000 fold to the King of Spain, 
and many tranſporicd into other Countries, the reſt 
being driven into»the Province of Connaught, out 
vi which, upon pain of death, rhey were nor to ſtir 
without Icave, The other three Provinces, Ulſter, 
theater, ard Lenſter, were allorted to the Enylith, 
ar, ait- forfeited Lands divided among ſuch 4dver- 
turers as hag advanced money toward the managemert 
of che Irith aflairs, and for ſarisfaRtion of the ſouldiers 
arrcars, General Flesrwood ſucceeded Ireton as Lord 
Governor of Ireland, by order of Gen, Cromwel.,who 
had married his eldeſt Daughter Bridger, the Widow

The Hellanders finding little advantage by the war 
with the Engliſh, ſeat foar Commiſſioners hither to 
begin a Treaty z during which there was no ceſfacion 
of arms, forarthe ſame time a remarkable bartel hav- 
pened between the two Navies, July 29+. 1652, The 
Scours diſcovered a Dacch Fleer from the Wielings 0 
about 95 men of War, upon which the Engliſh made 
whar (ail rhey could after them, which the enemy 
perceiving ftood away, yet abour five in the evening, 
near 30 ofthe Engliſh ingaged, the reſt of rhe Fleet 
being aftern, ſo that they bore the whole brunc of 
that days fight all Night parted them; the Dutch 
were obſeryed ro lend away their maimed Ships in

che Night, and in the dark port by with their whole 
Ficer, 1n order to join 25 fail of four ſhips more 
from rhe Texel, which the Engliſh could nor prevent 
becauſe of rhe foul weather, Next morning the Dutch, 
wich theſe new recruics, fell upon the Engliſh Fleer 
in a galam poſture, and fought couragiovily from five 
in the morning till one afrer noon, both Fleets paſ- 
one Cove, and endeavouring to burn, fink, and 
deſtroy each orher. Ar length, the Durc!y went off 
wit the fols of ſome hips, cithcr ſunk or turner 3 
the Garland, a ſtour man of War, taken formerly by 
the Ducch from us, 'was burnt by the V Yorceiter : 
The Triumph and the Andrew were boarded by three 
Putch FirciMips, and had ſome damage in their ſails, 
bur were quickly cleared, The Dutch obſerving 
"themſelves decline, made away dirett]y for the Tex- 
-], atid rhe Engliſh being ſomewhar diſabled, and nor 
daring to venture too near the Holland Coaſts, it was 
\ Telolved thar che whole Fleer ſhould fail for Sole Lay : 
The Engliſh Admirals in this fight were Gen. Blake and 
Gen, Monk; Pen was Vice: Admiral, and Lawſon 
Rere-Admiral, VVhen Monk with the Engl1ith Fleet 
ſer fail, and ſtood our ro Sea, the Dutch (uppeſed 
they tled for fear, which made one of the Captains 
defire Van Tramp ro puriue, * For, ſaitrhe, rheſe

* and rhereiore, my Lord, iniſs nor the opportunity. 
Bat Tramp, who undetftood better, gave thts {hore

The Enp'/ith had 3oo flain 1D this battel, whereot fe» 
ven were Captains, and 7co wounded, five of them 
Captains, The Dutch had avout 3o ſhips ſunk and 
burnt, and their renowned Lord Admiral Van Trump 
was ſlain in the midſt' of rhe fight, and our of the 
Dutch maimet ſhips rhat lay floating on the Sea, tne 
Evgliſh rook fix Caprains, ard avout 1000 other 
'F 2 priſoners 
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p:ilorers. This was the bloudieſt Ingagement thx 
had yer happened between the two Nations, and tor 
rteir valour and conduct, the Parliament ordered 
Gold chains to be given to Blake, Monk, Pen and 
Lawſon, as a mark of their fayour, and other chains 
were beſtowed an the Flag Captains, and Medals of 
ſilver to the Officers of the Fleer, Ir was aſter known 
by Letters from Holland, that they loſt near fix 
thouſand menin this batcel. 

The Parliament having ſate about five months, in 
which they made ſeveral As, one for Marriages be. 
fore a Juſtice of Peace, another for relief of triſon- 
£rs, another againſt the High Court of Chancery, anc- 
cher for a Tax for fix months,at x200co8. per month,

Speaker, who thanked them for the pairs they h4 ra- 
k2n fqr the ſervice of the Common-wealch, tliougi 
by a ſtrange fpirir and perverſe principie in {5me of 
the Members, chry ha: miſſed of their good inter. - 
tions. Some of the Members continued {t1!] fitting 
in the Houſe, to whom Coil. White was ſetrt wich 4 
Guard of fouldiers, and required them in the Name 
of rhe General to depart, for the Parliament was Git. 
ſolved, who ceplying the contrary, and that they wore 
upon bufineſs, and ought not to be interrupted, te 


at length compelled them, rhopgh unwittingly, to 


leave the Houſe. : 
The Parliament having thus refigned ri1e power #!- 
ven them, the whole Authoriry, bor Civil and Mi- 
htary of the three Nations, was concluded co be de- 
yolved into the hands of O. Cromwel, who caliirg a 
Council of Officers, with ſome others, to conſvlr of rhe 
ſerrlement-of the Government, they a: length reſci.

ſeribing ir in a ProtzeRor and his Council; a new In- 
iramenr of Governmenr, and the ſupream power ot 
a Triennial Parliament, in whom, duringrtheztr fitting, 
the Soveraign Authoricy ſhould refide, In purſuance 
whereof, a Council was appointed htm ro confiſt of 
twenty, but fourtcen only were named ar preient :

grown arbitrary, There was alſo grown up a ge- 
neral contempt of God and Chriſt, and the grace of 
* God was turned into wantonneſs,and his ſpirit made. 
© a cloak for all manner of wickedneſs and profane- 
© nefs: Nay, the Ax was laid to the root of the mini- 
* ſtry, and rhe fifch monarchy was highly cry'd up, 
© by perions who would aſſume the Government, bur 
* that deſired rhing wants greater manifeſtarion than 
© has yet appeared, before men ought to change the 
* Authority to make way for ir. While theſe things 
© werein the midſt of us, and nothing but contuſion 
© in the hearts and minds of ſome men, ſwarms of 
© popiſh Pricſts and Jeſuites daily arrived here, to 
© raiſe and foment diviſions againſt the peace and qui- 
© erof the Nation: Andart the ſame time the Nation 
was 
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was likewiſe ingaged ina deep War with Portugal, 
Holland and France, fo that we were 19 a heap of 
confuſian, and it was abſolurely neceſſary thar a 
ſpeedy remedy (hoald be applied rherero, and this 
has been in a great meaſure done fiance the ſcttling 
of this Government, which 15 clearly calculared for 
the peoples. Intereſt,, ler malignant ſpirics fay what 
they will, and theretore with humblene's rowar(d 
God, and modeſty rowards you, I will recount 
ſome:hing in the beinalt of this Government, For, 
firſt, It harh endeavoured to rciorm the Law; It 
hath pur inro the ſcars of Juſtice men of known I 1- 
regrity an Juſtice : Ir hach {etcled a way for trial 
and probation of miniſters to- preach the Goivei: 
And befides all this, rt hath called a Free pariiz- 
ment ; blefi2d be God that this day you fee a Free 
parliament. As for the Wars, @ peace 1s mede with 
Sweden, Denmark, the Dutch and Portugal, and 
one lizewiſe very. near concluding wrh France ; 
yer rneſe things are only enrances, ang open door 
of hope. But now, Gentlemen, I make no quei!j- 
on toingtbie you to lay the top ſtone of this work, 


and 1 ſhall recommend this maxim co your con{1- 


dexacion, That peace, though ir be made, is nor to 
be truſted farrner than 1£ confiſts wich Inrereſt ; 
and one great work that at preient lies before this 
Honourable Aﬀembly, is, That the Soverment of 
lecland may ve ſertled in terms of Honour, and chat 
you would avoid contuſicns, leſt Forcign Scates 
ſhould rake advantage by them.

War being called, ir was unanimoutly concluded, 
That General Venables ſhould land with his Forces  - 
and accordingly, next day he ſent aſhoar ſeven thou-

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This it was judged deicared the whole deſign, the 
Souldiers being unwilling ro endanger themſelves 
when there was no proſpect of advantage ; howſoever 
they were obliged to march forward, tno*' with much 
difficulry, paſſing through ſuch rhick Woods thar 
they were forced ro cut their way, and could not find 
2 drop of freſh water, fo rhar with the drought caufed 
by the exceſſive hear of the Sun, which even pierced 
their Brains, and their diſcontent of mind, (tor: ſore 
row is dry } moſt of chem were fair and diſabled. 

Having in two ys got through che Woods, with- 
out oppofition from the Spaniards, hey at lengrh join- 
ed coll. Bullzrds Brigade, conſiſting of three Regi- 
ments of foot, whom Admiral Pen had landed on the 
ſide of the Bay, abour two Leag.ues from the Town, 
near a River of freſh water, being the appoinred ren- 
devouz of the whole body, which now conſiſted in 
nine or ren thouſand men, but moſt of them ſo weak 
as m_ able ro go, much le& r@ fight, yer being 
jomed they marched on, not doubting but to takeche 
Town quickly. A Forlorn Hope of $500 men, un« 
der Capt. Cox, the chief gnide to this place, adyan- 
ced firſt, afrer whom followed the whole Army ; bc- 
ing within four miles of the Town, a ſmall party of 
Horſe ſuddenly encounter the Fortorn Hope, and in 
an inſtant roured them. forcing thern through the nex: 
Regiment. which they.likewiſe pur to il12he, and had 
flain moft of them, but that the whole Army came up 
to their relief. . After which, the Spaniards marched 
back to their Fort in good order, and with little lofs, 
but near fifry Englifh were [latn, befides Captain Cox 
their Guite, Cie. 

The General hereupon retreats to the River to re- 
freſh his men with water, which cauſed their weak- 
neſs, reſolving once more to atrempt carrying the 
Town, cauſing Scaling ladders to be made, and ewo 
ftnall Drakes, with a Mortar-ptece, to he landed from 
the Fleet, aud conveyed by water near the Town : 
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: All thirlgs prepared, they march forward, ſome guides 
yidertaking to carry them a private way out of dan- 
r of the Fort, but miſſing it, they fell into the ſame 
path, and into worſe miſchief than before, for the 
Kentords having notice of their march by the Ne- 
oroces and Molatroes, refolved to entertain them in 
Eo paſſage, and April 25, the whole Army ap- 
roaching near a brick Fort bujlt by the Spaniards, 
having nine good Cannon, and 3oo men, they were 
| ſuddenly charged by a party hid among the Trees, | 
«who though nor above ſeventy, firſt fired a Volley of 
ihot upon the Forlorn, and thn flew in upon the Eng. 
liſh, already weary, aud near choak*d with thirſt,an& 
with their Steel Lances routed, in a moment, both 
them and the Generals Regiment, with near half rhe 
Army, who flying back intothe Rear, poſleſt them 
"with ſuch a mich fear, thar every one ſhitred for 
hitnſelf, che Spaniards purſuing wi-h great ſlaughrer, 
finding no refiſtince but from M. Gen. Haines, who 
{old'his life ac a dear rate, fighting in the midſt of his 
Enemies; art length, the Spaniards weary of killing, 
retreated with ſrven Engliſh Colours, Of the Engliſh 
600 were ſlain on the place, 30o wounded, and 200 
fled joro theWoods.to ſave themſelves,and were there 
knock'd on the head by che Malatto's and Negro's. 
Upon this difafter, the Army that Night drew up 

to the Spaniſh Forr, and planted a Mortar conventent- 
ly againſt ir, all things being in readineſs for a battery, 
when on a ſudden the Army was commanded ro draw 
-off, and without doing any damage, marched co their 
old warering place the Bay, where being arcived,and 
wanting Vicuals, they were forced ro go oat.in pir- 
ties to ferch ir, ſome never rerurniy,,” 2; Ku 
the Negroes, till at laſt chey were forced, bv i:mine, 
ro ear the Horſes of their own Troop. * In this miles 
rable ſtaterhey conrinucd ſome dais, ac length {ir was 
reſolved, rhat May 3. they ſhould a!!

And the Spaniards having no Intelligence of hr 


late overthrow at Hiſpanjola, nor indeed ſuſpetting 
any Hollility, fled awgy at the approach of this tor- 
midable Army, and withdrew their Goods into the 
Woods, by a pretended Treaty with the Engliſh, 
whither parcies were ſent to-follow them, and to kill 
Carcel for rhe Army, of which rhey tound fibre of 
very good, wichour fighting, to their grear relict, 


Soon after, the Generals-Pen and Venables arrived in 


England, and the proteQor in reward of their Servi- 
- ces, commirted them both priſoners to che Tower. 

A little to alleviate rhis misfortune, Gen, Blake, 
about this time, being ſent to the Stretghts' with a 
gallant *Fleet, to ſcour the Seas of "Turk th pyrares, 
who had raken and deſtroyed matiy Englith Ships, 
and enſlaved their perſons ; he firſt ſeeks them our 
at Sea, bur not finding them, reſolves ro go home to 
. them, and March' 10. 1555s. arrives at Algiers, and 
Anchored wirhout the mold, ſending a meſſenger to 
demand farisfa&ion of the Dey, for the depredations 
commitred on the Engliſh, -and required the dclive- 
ry of the Captives of our Nation immediately.

The Engliſh Fleet under Montagne and Blake, had 
for ſoine months, in a manner, beſieged Cadiz by Sea, 
- bur cou'd by no provocation oblige the 'Spaniard to 
fight chem, who hoping rhar the Engliſh having ſuf- 
fered the farigues of rhe- Sea, would be forted to de- 
part for want of proviſions, thoug hr it better policy to 
loſe a Iictle honour, rather than'to venruretirher 'men 
or ſm1ps, againſt thoſe who had mainrairied' fuch ter- 
rible Sea fights againſt the Hollanders ; bilflcheEngliſh 
found in Wyers Bay 1n Porruga), a convenientſapply 
of water and proviſions, which was much nearerthan 
the Spaniards imagined, Hither were the" Genera!s 
gone for freſh water and | c—_ having only left 
a ſquadron of 9 ſhips under. Capt. Stainer;'before the 
'port of Cadiz, to obſerve all Thips: aſfing in or out ; 
as they were thus plying for ſome days, it happened 
that a ſtiFgale of wihd forced Capr. Srainer ro ſtand 
ont to Sea, .where he eſpied part of the RK: of Spains 
plate Fleer coming from the Weſt-Indies,and making 
direGtly for Cadiz, he was ſoniewhat to the Leeward, 
but made up toward them with all the ſail they could 
poſſible, and afrer ſome hours wich much labour, the 
Captain in the Speaker, with the Bridowiter and Ply- 
mouth Frigares, got up to them, the cher four ſhips 
nt being able ro come up, and preſently ingaged 
them; the Spaniſh Fleet conſiſted in 8 tall ſhips or 
Galleons.yet ina ſhort time they were wholly ſpoii'd, 
Ge was ſunk, three burnt, two ran aſhcar and were 
buſped, one eſcaped.and rwo fell into the hands of the 
Engliſh, one whereof had a great quantity of plate and 
Cockeweal in her, the other were chiefly laden with 
des. In theſc ſhips, many perſons of Quality were 
en, and4;nepy others the rwo Sons of the Marqueſs 
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'of Badajox, who had been Governour of Pervand, 
having gained a greatEſtate in New-England, was now 
rerurning 46 live the remainder of his days in 11js own 
country ; he. and liis Wife and Daughter, were burne 
in one of the ſhips, of which, and the War wichSpain, 
with the preſent Vidtory, hear what the Poct Laurear 
of char 4ge elegantly tings :

Bur Jeaving the parliament awhile, let us relate a 
moſt daring attempt performed under the condudt of 
Gen. Blake about rhis time. This valiant command - 
er lying with his Fleer near Cadiz, had advice that the 
Spaniſh VVeſt-India Fleet was put tnto the port -of 
Santa Creze in TenerH, rhe chiet Iſle of the Canaries, 
whereupon che Ficer weighed, and April 20. 1657, 
came to the mouth ot Santta Cruze Bay, where they 
fav i1zreen Spaniſh ſhips lying in order almoſt like 
an halt moon. At the North of the Haven 15 a caſtle 
well foritied with canflon, beſides ſeven Forts more, 
with three, four, and f1x Guns apiece, fo thar the en- 
zxerprize ſeemed dangerous, 1f nor dcfperate: And 
Don Diego D' aquies, had cauſed a!l the ſmailer ſhips 
to be mcared along the ſhoar ro fecure them. and the 
{:x great Gallions lay further oft ac anchor, with their 
broad-fides toward the Sea. Blake perceiving all this, 
calls a Council] of V Var, where it was reſolved to at- 
rack them inſtantly, without any thought of danger; 
Capx. Strainer in the Speaker, preſentl; falls upon the 
hips, diſregarding the number of ſhor which came - 
thundring from the Forts onevery ſide as thick as hail, 
and mainrains near an hours fight, till the Generals, 
Blake and Montague, having ordered ſome Frigates 
to ply the Forts and Breaſt-works, wich continual 
broad-ſides, came up, and with all rhcir force at- 
eack'd che Spaniards, who after four hours gallant re-' 
fiftance, were drivenour of their ſkips, which the 
Engliſh could not eafily bring away, and were there- 
tore force d to burn to rhe number of ſrxreen ſmall and 
great, This gallant artempr coſt the Engliſh but 48 
men, and 120 wounded, The Spaniards, beſides the 
bofs oftheir whole Fleet, had ſeveral hundreds of men 
Jain on the ſhoar, and in the Forrs and VVorks, be- 
des thoſe kill'd in the ſhips. For this notable cx-

Tho. Widdringron, commended the Tirle and Office 
of a Eing, as bcing ſcrtled ja this Nation with Chriſita- 
nity it ſelf; approved by our Anceſtors, and conſiſtent 
wich our Laws and the c-xmper of the people, and 
then preſented him the model of their humble per1- 


' tion andadyice to that purpo!e ; His Highneſs, c at- 
wer 
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ſwer hereto, ſaid, *:Mr. Speaker, . this a weighty

Fhe other objection was the danger and difficul:y 
of altering the ſameGovernment to aCommon-wealti, 
and the retuſal of ſome Judges, and aQting of others, 
upon that ground: That another parliament mighr 
change thoſe reſolutions: The diſlixe of the good peo- 
pic and Army ; that providence had laid afide rhe 

itle of King atcer ſeven years War, and many of the - 
chief of thoſe who were Inſtrumental therein were 
dſlatisfied: Theſe ſcruples the. Committee endea- 
youred to remove, by alledging, .* That'providence -

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6-25 for diſconrented perſons, they have been always 
* found 1n the beft of Governments. Bur becauſe 
this was a matter of conſequence, I ſhall repearthe 
ſpeech made by the Lord Whitlock, one of the Com- 
mirree, ſentro che protector, with his anſwer thereto; 
wha after ſeveral others had offered thefr ſentiments, 
ſummed up the moſt material reaſons as followeth : 
* Sir, I have bur very little totrouble your High- 
© neſs with, ſo much harh been already ſpoken and fo 
6 well, thatir will >c hard for me, or any other, to 
© underrake to add to jt, only the dury of my Imploy- 
ment, and ſomething due to your Highneſs, occai1- 
ons me to ſpeak a few words, to acknowledge,with 
very humble rhanks, the Honour and Right which 
you have done this Commitree, by the clear and irce 
diſcourſes and conferences which they have had 
wich your Highneſs, and for your frequent expreſ-
